Macb attention It as lately been /rivm to 
tbe cultivation of tobacco in our Northern 
States. Men who once beld the brr of to- 
bacco a horrid vice, and the raising of it 
akin to tbe making of ardent spirits, are 
putting in an acre or so this year, just to 
nee if it will pay. Religious papers that 
once harranged heavily against tbe prosti- 
tution of the earth to such a base and tire- 
fostering product, now and then slip in a 
little extract, telling their reader* how to 
raise a big crop of the accursed weed. "A* 
we slip we slide along t" 

Tobacco is probably aa "Indian weed, 
and indigenous to this country. We say 
probably because it has been attempted to 
show that it was known and used in the 
old world long l>. fore our country found a 
name in the terrestial geography; but, like 
the legends that antedate the discovery of 
America to the time of Columbus, it if 
merely traditional, and without re M ui.<ii< 
proof. We think tobacco is verily an -In- 
dian weed. Tbe sailors of Columbus 
found the natives of the isles they viaitr.4 
Uking a smoke, and soon learned to take a 
smoke themselves. England had for mativ 
years used tobacco before 8ir Walter lia 
leigh made it fashionable at rt.urt. v» hen 
any custom became fashionable at court, it 
thing. Everybody smoked. The 
ckuees attendant upon the tarsi 
was looked upon as bung a* neces- 
10 havt as the measles, and the pipe 
ahouseholi god. Ladies smoked, 
and it is related that Louis XI V once caught 
his daughters at midnight in full combus- 
tion of the weed, with borrowed pipes at 
that. Tobacco intoxicated Englaud, and 
ere long its fascinations spread over tbe 
world. The Turk, the Hun, the German 
in fact everybody who could get the 
plant, smoked. There was no fine 
cut in those days; they dried the leaf, rub- 
bed it fine in their hands and filled their 
pipes. There was no copperas in it then 
no licorice; dogs and sheep were not to 
vermin infested as to render it necessary 
to make tobacco decoctions, and then sell 
the leached plant as Killik.uick. In the 
olden time it was very expensive, often 
felling for its weight in silver. In lClOit 
was complained that the "patrimonies of 
many young and noble gentlemen had been 
quite exhausted, and hath vanished clean 
away with this smoky vapor, and both 
most shamefully and beastly flyen out at 
the master s note." For in those times (to- 
bacco be ng scarce), in order to get the full 
benefit of it, the smokers used to exhale it 
through the "note." 

Meerschaums and briarwoods were not 
in vogue among early smokers. They used 
pipes made of bone or of stent, and the 
very ardent smoker used a kind of forked 
reed pipe— the forks fittinp the nostrils, 
and inhaled the fuliginous vapor there, and 
pufled it out of the mouth. The Peiaians 
went into the art thoroughly and used the 
hookah aud the nargile, which, being elabor- 
ated with the Eastern arts, often cost $300 
and ( jOO. The old-fashioned clay pipe was 
a great institution, and our country stores 
still keep a box on hand. The Uerman 
Meerschaum, made of hard, light and por- 
ous eUy, is now the pipe-extra. The rich 
color of this pipe is achieved by long and 
constant Bmoking. Probably the enjoy - 
meut of Bmoking is no greater in a rich 
tiuted meerschaum than in a clay pipe — 
only it don't look so cheap The students 
of the German universities made smoking 
a high art. One would exhale his whiff in a 
perfect circle, and his comrade would send 
out a wreath which would enter and cross 
the other at right angles, and the two would 
float away, expanding and commingling 
with the circumambient air, till their out- 
lets were indistinct. The Turks are great 
smokers. They live on pipes aud coffee, 
without wh'icn they believe there is no wis- 
dom. Social life there consisu in taking a 
smoke. They order a pipe fur the visitor 
the first thing. If he can't smoke, they set 
him down as an utter heathen forthwith. 

The old-time fathers of Connecticut were 
down on the use of tobocco. If a man did 
not own a freehold estate, thev fined him 
for using tobacco. One of their old blue 
laws was, "That no person under the ago 
of 21, nor any other that hath not already 
accustomed himself to the use thereof, shall 
take any tobacko until he* hath brought

Courte, for the same.' "And it it ordrrrd— 
That no man in this colonye shall take any 
tobacko, publiquely, in the streett, high- 
ways, or any barne yards, or upon 'raining 
days, or in any open place?, under penalty 
of six-pence for each offenc. 

The puritan church fathers hated lobacco. 
and believed it to be a decoy of the devil, 
and likened the fumes thereof to the smoke 
of the bottomless pit.

fold. An Ignoble ballad, called 'The com- 
plaint of La Tommerais, bad circulated j 
for some days past in the streets of Paris, j 
It was hummed, or drawled with others Ml 
the same style, close to the place of execu- 
tion; and tie pasting was diversed with 
indecent jests, wh.ch were received with 
loud laughter by many, and reproaches by 
a very few. After this fashion, men, wo- 
men and boys paaeed the hours till every 
star had gone mil, and the beam* of 
ing fell on the walls of tbe prison. 

La Pomroerai*, who was not inl 
that his petition to the Emperor was re- 
jected, but who had evidently lost all 
hope, seemed much more rulWcted since 
his sentence than he hud been during his 
trial, ilia father and wife were allowed to 
ee him on Wednesday.

atarted up in In* bed. and t»efore he ha I 
time lo speak, the governor told hint all 
hope was over: thai the petition for mercy 
BJSJt not trained, and that he must pre- 
pare for death, for his last hour was at 
hand. He evinced no surprise, he on'y 
said. • 1 am ready. In a few momeuts 
the chaplain of the jail, tbe Abbe Crote, 
entered the cell, ihe guardians fell back 
a short distance, but not out of sight. The 
convict had previously several interview* 
with the Abbe, coufestei his sins, and it 
is said received the sacraments; but what 
he confeased will remain a secret forever, 
when the priest made his appearance, La 
Pommerais rose to meet bisa, and threw 
himself into his arms. He had hitherto 
been unmoved, but as the reverend gentle- 
man clasped bim to his breast he sbed 
tears. While undergoing the last prepara- 
tion, in which the hair is cut close at the 
back of the bead, he listened, apparently, 
with attention to the ozonations of the 
chaplain, and the pruyers for those about 
to die. When all was ready he was asked 
to take some refreshments, but declined 
Before he quitted tbe cell the head of the 
Department of Public Security asked bim 
whether he had any disclosures to make, 
or whether he wished to say anything 
"I have said all I had to say," was the re- 
ply. These were his last word", and from 
that moment he answered only by a nod of 
the brad to any remark that was made by 
those about him. 

The gate of the prison was thrown open 
at a few minutes to t>ix, and the crowd out- 
side became suddenly silent. La Pommerais. 
with a paletot throw u over his shoulder', 
was seen to mount the steps of the acat- 
fold, supported on one side by tbe Abbe 
Crote, who beld the crucifix before his 
eyes, and on the other by one of the jail- 
era. The cord which bound his feel did 
not preveut him from moving, and be ad- 
vanced with a steady step, but with bis 
head bent towards the fatal instrument. 
He paused for an instant, once more em- 
braced the priest, gave himself up to the 
executioner and was laid on the plant. 
The cord that held the machine was cm. 
the ponderous blade rushed down, and ex- 
actly as the prison clock gave tbe last 
stroke of six. human justice and the in 
human curiousity of the mob were satis- 
fied. 

The headless body was placed in a coffin, 
and the coffin in a carriage. The good 
priest who .stood by his side to the last mo- 
ment of his life, did not quit bim in death 
Heentered the carriage containing the coffin, 
and, still praying over it, accompa- 
nied it to the cemetery, and saw it laid in 
the earth.

The Paris correspondent of the Lendou 
Times thus describes the execution of the 
French poisoner, Dr. La Pommerais, which 
took place in Paris, on Friday, June 10: 

The execution of Dr. Conty de la Pom 
merais. took place at six o clock, yester- 
day morning. Every night since Monday 
crowds of people thronged the Plaee ds la 
Roquette, and remained till daybreak. 
They desired to see the execution with 
their own eyes, and resolved to sacrifice 
their rest to their curiosity, particularly 
as there were rumors that a commutation 
ef the sentence was probable. They 
again went lo the ground as early as nine 
o clock on Wednesday evening, and took 
their station as before. Toe tide advanced 
every hour, and soon after the prison 
clock struck one their attention wavs rous 
ed by the rumbling sound of approachtuft 
carts Any doubts they might have bad 
w wre at onoe dissipated, lor the carts ware 
laden with the pieces of the instrument oi 
punishment. As the night wore on the 
multidude grew more dense, and before 
five o clock there could not have been less 
than thirty thoueand people of all classes 
The bearing of many betrayed Ihe feeline 
which urged them to the foot of the sca£
